Competition from canned grape- 
fruit juice also affects the fresh 
fruit market. Texas and Florida 
grapefruit growers would like to 
get away from canning such a 
large proportion of their product, 
the speaker said, because it low- 
ers the prices of their fresh pro- 
duct. 

Orange juice has not, so far, 
been canned _ successfully, the 
speaker declared.

Only a few months 
after trees had been completely 
defoliated, pictures showed them 
again covered with leaves, Dam- 
age to the Florida crop by frost 
was estimated at 22 per cent.

PEST MENACE IS 
BAD IN FLORIDA 


Inspector Returns From Trip 
Across Continent to 


Inspect Fruit 











Harry V. Cavers, senior agri- 
cultural inspector in the Upland 
district, returned yesterday to 
Upland after a trip across the 
continent to view the Florida cit- 
rus orchards. 

Citrus bugs. are Mr. Cavers’ 
business, and he has a speaking 
acquaintance with every variety 
in this section. In his expert 
opinion, “there wasn’t a clean 
grove in Florida”. 

Florida has some varieties of 
pests which, fortunately, do not 
exist in this section, thanks to the 
Vigilance of the inspectors. 

The white fruit fiy is prevalent 
and causes much damage, in the 
opinion of the inspector. Spray- 
ing was going on while Mr. Cav- 
ers was there, to control the fly. 

Another pest is known as turtle 
scale, a large pest which resem- 
bles a turtle. Red scale there is 
different from that in this sec- 
tion. 
anges are brown because of the 
pest damage. 

Frost damage was still notice- 
able in lowlands. Better foliage 
was seen on grapefruit trees, 
which apparently suffered less 
frost damage. 

Some groves are equipped for 
irrigation, but rain furnishes suf- 
ficient moisture in most cases. 
Weeds are prevalent in groves 
and little cultivation is necessary. 

(Harvesting of oranges will start 
in about two weeks. The fruit is 
“greener than green”, said Mr. 
Cavers, and artificial coloring is 
needed.

“Coal tar colors—aA total of 116 
coal tar colors have been listed 
as harmless and suitable for use 
in foods, drugs, or cosmetics. A 
color cannot be listed until an- 
alysis by the food and drug ad- 
ministration shows it to be harm- 
less and suitable for use. After 
the colors have been listed, sam- 
ples from each batch of colors 
| have to be certified. Over 3,500 
batches have been certified. This 
is an improvement over the 1906 
act. The law allows uncertified 
colors to be used in hair dyes, 
when a warning is put on the 
label. The food and drug admin- 
istration has announced it will not 
certify any coal tar color for use 
in eyelash or eyebrow dyes, or 
eye shadows.”
